AT GRANT'S TOMR. 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Decoration Day 


was observed with, the usual parade, and 
the line of inarch was crowded with 
patriotic and enthusiastic spectators. 
Many thousand people attended Memo- 
rial 'sen-ice at the tomb of General 
Grant. It was tastefully decorated by 
members of U. S. Grant" Post No. 327, 
and elaborate floral offerings were sent 
by Mrs. Grant, the Loyal Legion, Presi- 
dent Cleveland, the association of the 
Sons of Veterans, the Chinese legation 
and General Meade Post of Philadel- 
phia. 


The oration at the tomb was delivered 


bv ex-Governor Foraker of Ohio, who 
reviewed the principal incidents in the 
military career of General Grant, and 
In conclusion said: 


"As years pass by the pride of Amer- 


icans aud America and her institutions 
will grow stronger an i feelings of grati- 
tude, to those who saved us will con- 
stantly increase and, notwithstanding 
all efforts to the contrary, it will stand 
in history that in that great struggle the 
side of the Union was right and the 
other side was the wrong side—not a 
little right, nor half way right; not a lit- 
tle wrong, nor half way wrong, but ab- 
solutely and everlastingly right, and ab- 
solutely and everlastingly wrong." 


The benediction was pronounced by 


Chaplain Rev. Mason Gallagher, and a 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired by 
the United States warship Miantono- 
mah, which was lying iu tlie North river 
near the tomb.

James made both 
confessions between the witness* first 
aud second visit, and be repeated them 
immediately afterwards to Mr. Stilwell, 
and that ia why Ptil well's name ap- 
peared in the .Examiner's report of the 
confession. 


In the second interview Jamca paid 


that he and Jones went out fo the 
Tarpey postoffice on the night on which 
Goou was killed; that James waited in 
a hollow about 300 yards from the 
postoftice opposite the track; that 
Jones went up to the house, aud that 
after he had beeu gone a few minutes 
James heard some noise as of a scuttle, 
and almost directly afterward Jones 
came rue n ing back very hot aud excited.

Jay morning liu ami the boy Kit down 
tua bivakfast of killed rice with his 
itepsou. lie noticed that the boy did 
lot taste the food, but closelv watched 
iis tiienfather. 


Mr. Itodgers muling thellrsliuontuful 


^xceedingly bitter returned it to hi? 
•late and called the boy's attention to 
;he fact, but thu boy said ho bad not 
lOticed anything peculiar about tlie 
rice. Tbe stepfather thereupon gath- 
ered up the rice and threw it to a flock 
of nine ducks outside tbe door. 
Within 


i few minutes after eating the rice 
•very one of them died. 


The boy calmly watched the ducks 


he, and when asked by his stepfather 
l lie had put anything into the rit-o he 
-efused to answer. 
Kodgers made an 


investigation, and found that more than 
Jiie-half the-contents of u bottle of 
tryehnine. that bu kopt iu an outhouse 
or killing gophers and squirrel? had 
>eon abstracted.

ould get a chance to use it.

tepfathcr had hia hack turned on Sui 
ay rooming he slipped the strychnin 
nto the pot of riw. He used such 
large quantity, however, that it mad 
the rice sufficiently bitter to put hir :- 
tended victim on his guard. 


THE r-RETESDHD EXCUSE. 


On lx>ir)£ questioned further the bo 


said: 


"The day before, yesterday I was „« 


walking along the roatl when I met fou 
Indians. They stopped me and asket 
me. if I did not have a step-father namet 
John Itodgers. I told them that I had 
and then they told me to go at once, ti 
the house and poison him.

"Yes, four months ago John Coziiu 


told me and explained to me bow to 
Iix the poison so tbey would not fmd i 
out." 


Tbe persons mentioned denied that

A PLAYMATE'S TESTIMONY. 


Another hoy, a, playmate of the pris- 


onp.r, testified that in tbe spring of las 
year tbe prisoner told him that he was 
;oing to kill his stepfather because he 
tid not like him. He said that he was 
;oing to shoot his stepfather as soon as 
ie got big enough to hold a gun to his 
shoulder. 


Eodgers testified that the hoy's fathei 


died nine years ago, and five years after 
wards Rodgers married her. She diet 
xbout a month ago, anil ever since the 
boy's hatred and .dislike increased

We must do something, for there 


ia tlie commission packer with liis hand 
out for his o per cent. The co-operative 
packer with one hand ready for his as- 
sessment for packing house, etc., tlie 
other hand coming for the expenses of 
agents selling raisins, while thu cash 
raisin buyer is waiting around with a 
box car to take all onr profits. The vine- 
yardist that packs and sells bis own rai- 
sina is doing the least complaining. 


I believe uniform grading is the best 


and most businesslike way of settling the 
grading question. Thequickest, simplest 
and cheapest system of grading T have 
heard is this: Let a company start up 
in a new business that ia grading raisins. 
Let them be under heavy bonds similar 
to the abstract companies. 
I^et this 


company put a competent man in each 
packing bouse, who shall oversee and be 
responsible for all grading done there. 
Let him put the uniform grades on all 
goods. Let each packing house pay thy 
grading company a fair price for its 
work. When the raisins are sold the 
grading company to guarantee all sales 
so far as grading is concerned. 


By this system the graders must pack 


correctly or lose hia situation, and the 
company will lose, money. 
Now we 


have to pay for grading our raisins anv- 
how. Why not do it in a manner that 
the buyer will know what ho is buying. 


I believe it will increase the commer- 


cial value of the raisins. T IK' ieve cha- 
otic (trading has done us more harm 
than commission packers

Chapter 104 of the laws impact! at the 


last sc&iou of the' legislature provides 
for t lie appointment of a commission to 
investigate and report upon the prac- 
tical working.* of the Torrens Land Titk 
act of Australia. 


The chapter provides for tin- appoint- 


ment of live commiseioners to examine 
into the merits of the act, and report 
thereon at the next cession. Who the 
commissioners are is a matter of 
inoiiit-iit. Kuough to say that it re- 
quires men exjicrienccd in all the in: 
and outs of land titles, and with a clear 
conception of all tht: liens, trusts and 
contingent interests involved in real 
estate ownership. 


Hud this commission been appointed 


for some nsiiselesa purpose, such as the 
I-orestry, or thu Mining Bureaus, the 
taxpayer would have been called upon 
to unburden his purse to pay for the 
junketings of those persons, whoso only 
excuse for living is that thev are just 
competent, and are hy nature* adapted 
to fill just such useless and worthier 
oflicee. 


But when thorn is a commission cre- 


ated which requires the exenuso of the 
grey matter of a hiyldv intelligent and 
well trained brain to promote something 
of great value to the whole people of the 
state, the legislative batnichians appro- 
priate thu insignia'cent sum of ifsiw to 
U'fray the expenses of the commission. 


THE TOItlttXS .HT.

L;ood one. The Turrens act is a good 
one. Tho purposes which it serves are 
ill good, intelligent, beneficial and pro- 
gressive.

The Torrcns pysteni, as it ia now gen- 
rally termed, was introduced in ^outli 
Australia in 1858 at the instance of Sir 
iubert I!. Torrens. Thia gcntlem 
lad gained a good deal of t'-vp'c-rience _._ 
he customs departments in passing the 
udefeasihlo titles to ships by a registrv. 
Vhcn he entered upon bin duties in 
iistralia, his attention was called to the 


jrowing complexity in the system of 
and tenure, which was then conducted 


the Enclish fashion, under the law of 


rimogeniturp. 
Tie conceived the idea of establishing 
system ot (surrendering all deeds to 


and, coupled with a registry of title by 
iic state, in a mariner corresponding to 
he sale and registry of titles to ships. 
This system has been in operation 
liroughout Australia and Xew Zealand 
or many years, and has been more re- 
cntly introduced 111 British Columbia. 
Nothing but the most favorable reports 
re heard of it where it has been long in 
se. There is little doubt that several 
f the states of our Union will give it a 
rial More long. The Illinois legisla- 
ure has th- matter under consideration 
n u majority report of its investigating 
mimittee favorable to the change. 


METHOD OF 1'llOCEDLRK.

Madera Does Not Want n Big Law

Canal A Irrigation Company has closed 
a contract with the California Bridge 
Company of San Francisco and F. F. 
Letcher and A. Hall, -which contem- 
plates the irrigation of a large portion 
of Madera county. This is tbu plan 
which has been s|K>kcn of in the Trib- 
une several times before. 


The project has progressed so far that 


the aqueduct to convey the water across 
the Pan Joaquin river has been planned. 
This will be of steel, with r. concrete 
foundation, and will cost $50,000. 


The water is to come from Kings 


river, and the ditch, after the San Joa- 
"uiu is crossed, will run parallel with 
he railroad, and about three miles cast 
thereof, until Madera ia reached. The 
numlKM- of acres of land which will 
be brought under ditch is estimated at 
200,000 acres. 


It is incuml>ent upon the promoters of 


this enterprise to show the people of 
Madera that they will not l»e stopped in 
their work by injunction and a long 
legal light. It ia said that land owners 
on the south side of the San Joaquin 
will contest the right of tbecaiml people 
to take water from the Kings river to 
lands on the north fide.
